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Continuation of 13. Other: Fessler teaches a multi-layer board where all signal traces or signal path circuitry are positioned on internal 
conductive layers, the top and bottom are conductive planes or layers which are formed as large an contiguuous an area as possible, 
perhaps leaving space for short traces from each component pin routed to a nearby via to connect with an internal layer signal trace, 
column 1, line 63 to column 2, line 16, This "short trace" is not considered "signal path circuitry" in the sense of the signal tracks routed 
about on an internal layer. This layered PCB approch provides a significant inprovement in EMC or shielding performance. Alternatively, 
Fessler teaches a six layer board comprised of layers S-P-S-S-G-S where "S" is the top and internal layers with signal path circuitry and 
"G" means ground for a ground layer that does not have any signal path circuitry for the purpose of, with the "P" or power layer, shield the 
signal path circuitry on internal board layers, column 1, lines 44-62. 
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
